Additional Backup Information

This item is part of the 2016 Mobility Bond. The Austin Transportation Department is committed to providing a
complete, cost-effective, safe, efficient, and sustainable transportation network for our commumity that serves the needs of
street, bicycle, pedestrian, and transit users. The Austin Transportation Department supports the fulfillment of this
mission through the performance of comprehensive multimodal street design services under the Street Design Team. This
core function enables Austin Transportation to consistently achieve policy driven Complete Streets outcomes for all
modes and all ages and abilities to the extent possible. This Division currently supports project design and delivery,
development, implementation, and coordination for diverse Austin Transportation and City programs including but not
limited to:

o  The Pedestrian Program;
The Bicycle Programy;
The Sidewalk Program;
The Safe Routes to School Programy;
The Neighborhood Partnering Program;
The Urban Trails Program;
The Transit Speed and Reliability Program, and
Design guidance to other City programs and partner agencies.

The work for the Active Transportation and Street Design Division has been increasing in size and complexity and staff
have been unable to keep up with demand. Additional staff will be required to meet expectations for 2016 Mobility Bond
projects, specifically the Local Mobility Bikeway, Sidewalk, and Safe Routes to School programs. This request for a staff
augmentation contract will allow the Austin Transportation Department to satisfy increasing project demand and ensure
that objectives are met in a timely and responsive manner.

The selected consultant will provide staff to expand the Austin Transportation Department’s current staff capacity. This
staff augmentation will allow the department to perform complete street design, engineering, review, implementation, and
coordination to support successful delivery of the 2016 Bond Bikeway, Safe Route to School, and Sidewalk local mobility
programs. In addition, the consultant will providing Street Design support to other programs including but not limited to
the Active Transportation Program, the Transit Speed and Reliability Program, the Neighborhood Partnering Program,
and daily support for any projects that require changes to on-street traffic operations to accomplish program/project goals.

This request allows for the development of an agreement with the qualified responder that Council selects for the funding
of services listed above. If the City is unsuccessful in negotiating a satisfactory agreement with the selected responder,
negotiations will cease with that provider. Staff will return to Council so that Council may select another qualified
responder and authorize contract negotiations with that provider.

A delay in approval of this item will negatively impact implementation of 2016 Mobility Bond projects.
